allied nations, representing the great part of the world’s 
population, being drawn together with a new sense of 
common interest, ti new community of purpose, a new per­ 
ception of Hie unity of human life.

ing closer together than ever before.

is, naturally enough, most effective and im pressive where 
they mingle on the battle front.

THE KAISER S CHOICE 


The Prussian junkers, not content with the reaction­ 
ary policy of the Fatherland party which is responsible 
for the war, has formed an ultra-junker league known 
by the charming name of “The Em peror's Faithful 
Lieges.” 
According to the notion of these gentlemen 
of light and leading, the kaiser hasn’t been belligerent 
enough, “schrecklich” enough and autocratic enough. 


Their first step was to issue an appeal to Wilhelm, 
under the heading "Em peror, hear thy people"—the junk­ 
ers, of course, being the people. 
They urged the kaiser 
not to yield to the public demand for democratizing and 
parliamentarizing the governm ent 
lf he will only "kick 
to the devil” all those who try to interfere with his 
imperial and divine rights, they assure him, he will win 
a place in all true German hearts. 
“ Emperor, m ake thy choice,” they conclude. 


Well, Wilhelm has made his choice. 
And it is in 
tine with their sage advice. 
It is seen in the refusal to 
grant manhood suffrage in Prussia, after the kaiser had 
piomised that very thing. It leaves the reactionary land­ 
holders, the industrial potentates and the army leaders in 
control, and the people in their old plight, without a 
voice, virtually without the ballot, with nothing to do but 
obey, fight, starve and die at the behest of their masters 
But that wont last forever. 
Inevitably a time will 
come when the emperor who made that choice, on top 
of all the other evil choices that have made this wicked 
war, will himself be kicked out of control in'Germany 
And the time is not far off.

An application for permission to return to Germany 
has been made to the government by Mme. Margarete 
Ober, a mezzo soprano who at one time ornamented the 
stage of the Metropolitan Opera House. Her request has 
been referred to Washington in order that the depart­ 
ment of justice may consider the danger of Mme. Ober’s 
imparting to Germany such information as she may have 
absorbed in the past year or more. We are ignorant of 
the singer’s capacity for the assimilation of military 
knowledge, butjt is obvious that she could, lf allowed to 
return to Germany, divulge important news. 
She could tell the W ilhelm strasse that Am erica not 
only knows that it is in the wftr, but knows also, in the 
Paul Jones sense, that is has not yet begun to fight. 
She could say that we have more men, real men, 
willing to be trained and to fight than any other country; 
that their induction into the army is going on without 
a whimper; that only the head of the parade has entered 
France, but that the rest will follow without a break. 
She could say that Am ericans have bought bonds 
until they have come to look upon economy and self­ 
sacrifice as a fascinating game at which twenty million 
fam ilies can play; that if money wins wars America 
has this war in its pocket. 
She could say that our greatest failure in physical 
accomplishment has been in airplane production, and 
that the president, who has ju st remedied unfavorable 
conditions in shipbuilding, is considering equally vigor­ 
ous action in the m atter of air fighting efficiency. 
She could say that our wheat crops are going to be 
bumpers, that our corn fields are the largest in history, 
that war gardens dot every suburb, that meat is so plenti­ 
ful as to be unrestricted and coal so abundant that lights 
are practically unlimited. 
She could say to the junkers—and, oh, the tears at 
the telling—that the 15,000,000 Germans who, according 
to Berlin, were going to prevent the United States front 
entering the war did not try to do that at all; that most 
of these millions are buying bonds, sending their sons to 
the training camps and cursing the kaiser. 
She could say that, through law or public opinion, 
the drunkard is disappearing; that the idler has gone, 
perhaps forever; that nobody is poor or hungry; that 
wages are high. 
She could say that she has seen Am ericans hang 
their heads with sham e; hut that was before America 
joined in the war.
